Featheniſm, were leſs obnoxious and offen- 
five, which yet by the Primitive Fathers 
and General Councils ſtood condemned.

The abominable obſcene Expreſſions 
which ſo frequently occur in our Plays, 
as if the principal Deſign of them was to 
gratifie the lewd and vicious part ef the 
Audience, and to corrupt the virtuouſly 
diſposd, are in this black Collection wholly 
omitted ; leſt thereby freſh Poiſon ſhould 
be adminiſtred inſtead of an Antidote. 


After the Endeavours uſed by Sir 
Richard Blackmore, Mr. Collier, 
and others, to Correct and Reform 
the Scandalous Diſorders and 
Abuſes of the Stage were found 
too #nſucceſFul ; in the Nar 1699. 
feveral of the Players were proſecu- 
ted inthe Court of Common-Pleas, 
upon the Statute of 3 Jac. 1. for 
prophanely ſan 8 the Name of GOD 
upon the Stage, and Verdicts wer: 
pStained agamſt them.

It muſt be again remembred, that the 
deteſtable lewd Expreſſions contained in 
the abovementioned Plays, which ſeem to 
be the moſt pernicious part of our Come- 
dies, arc not here recited, leaſt they ſhould 
debauch the Minds and corrupt the Man- 
ners of the Reader, and do the fame Mit 
chief, in ſome degree, as they do in the 
greateſt when uſed upon the Stage, tho' 
mentioned with never ſo great Indignation. 
And it mult be likewife taken notice of, that 
theſe Inſtances of the prophane Language 
of Plays, which the good Chrittian will 
read with Horror, would not have been 

put together, and laid before the World, 
had not the Incorrigibleneſs of the Play- 
ers made it neceſſary for the Ends above- 
mentioned. And 
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And now may not theſe plain Queſtions 
be propoſed, without Offence, to the 
Perſons who frequent our Play- 


Houſes ; and eſpecially to ſuch of 


them as appear at any times in cur 
Churches, and at the Holy Sacra- 
ment, and be ſubmitted to the Fudg- 
ment of all Mankind. |

Howes, and are not diſpleaſed to hear

ſelves above the Danger of being the worſe 
for them, which they can never be? 


V. Can Perſons who know tis gene- 
rally allowed, that the Infidelity and 
Loole- 
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Looſeneſs of the Age is very much owing, 
to the Play-Houſes; who have obſerved, 
that the Zeal of particular Perſons have 
decreaſed, and their Strictneſs of Life a- 


bated, by their going to Plays; and do 


think that the Goſpel obliges them to 
diſcourage, by their Reproof and Example, 
Sin in their Neighbours, to endeavour, 
according to their Advantages and Op- 
portunities, to further their ſpiritual Wel- 
fare, and to be Lights to lead others in their 
Duty and Way to Heaven? Can ſuch, tho 
they could think themſelves wholly ſecure 
from taking Infection in going to the Play- 
Houle, encourage others, even weak and 
feeble Chriſtians, by their Example, to run 
to the ſame dangerous Place likewiſe? Can 
this be thought an Expreſſion of their Cha- 


rity to their Neighbour, or to be accepta- 
ble to Almighty God? or rather, Should 


not Compaſſion to the Souls of their 
Neighbours keep ſuch as have a due Con- 
cern for them from going to ſuch Places? 


VI. Can it be denied, but that the 
going of a few ſober Perſons, rho' but 
once a Year, to ſee a Play, that they 
think leſs offenſive and dangerous, does 
encourage many others to go frequently 
to Plays, and to thoſe that are more abo- 

B 2 minably 
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minably looſe and prophane; who might 
never go at all to them, if none frequent- 
ed them but ſuch as were entirely aban- 
doned to Shame as well as Vice? 


VII. Can Perſons who have good Diſpo- 


ſitions to Religion, who go but once Of 
twice in a Year to the Fla)-Houſe, ſay, 
upon their Experience, that they think the 
feeing of Plays is proper to encreaſe the 
Love of God in Men, to fit them for holy 
Exerciſes, and to promote their ſpiritual 
Welfare: or rather, Muſt they not own, 
that by the ſeeing of Plays they are more 
indiſpoſed for Religious Performances; 
that the Awe and Reverence which they 
had for God and Religion, and the Horrour 
which they had at rhe Sins which they 
there ſee Men divert themſelves with, and 
make a Jeſt of, does thereby wear ' oft ; 
that their ſenſual Deſires are more height- 

ned and enflamed ; that they are more 
alienated from God, and more enamoured 
with the World: 


VIII. Can Perſons who are ſenſible of, and 
do heartily lament their want of the Love 
and Fear of God, their too great a Love 
of the World, the frequent Diſtractions of 
their Mind in Prayer, and the Unrulineis of 
their Luſts and Paſlions, delight to frequent 
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a Place where they are ſurrounded with 


Temptations to the Love of the World; 
where what can excite to unlawful Deſires 


and Actions is promoted; and the Arts of 


an eaſie Defilement are ſtudied > Can they 
think this conſiſtent with the Rufes of 
keeping from all Appearance of Evil, of 
avoiding the Occaſions and Temptations 
to Sin, and that Watchfulneſs over their 
Thoughts, and that Diligence in making 
their Calling and Election ſure, as the Gol- 
pel requires? Do they in any wiſe herein 
adorn their Profeſſion, reſemble the Chri- 
ſtians who lived in the firſt Ages of Chri- 
ſtianity; or thoſe who in any Age ſince 
have been celebrated for their Virtue? 


IX. Can Perſons in good carneſt pray, 
as they are directed in the ILord's-Prayer, 
Not to be led into Temptation, and yet fre- 
quent the Play-Houſe, where they are aſ- 
ſaulted with more and greater Tempta- 
tions than incounter them pcrhaps in any 
other Place ? 


X. Can ſuch Perſons as go to the Play- 


Huuſes on Week-days, and appear in our 


Churches on the Lord's-day, and even at 
the Holy Sacrament, where they declare, 
that they preſent themſelves, their Souls and
